Asparagus 
Seed may be sown in the spring in rows 
about 18 inches apart. Fertilize well. When 

a year old transplant to permanent bed. Crop 

may be cut the second year after transplant- 

ing. 

Mary Washington. A superior variety origi- 
nated by the Department of Agriculture. 
Shoots long, thick and heavy, and of a rich 
dark green color. Sure cropper. Rust proof.

Broccoli 

Green Sprouting. This resembles a green- 
headed cauliflower. After the center head 
is removed, the plant produces many 
branches each bearing smaller heads, 
which are just as desirable as the first one.

Endive 


Sow in drills, thinning to 6 inches apart.

Take the liquid and boil down the syrup, taking off the scum while 
boiling. When like syrup, can or bottle while hot and seal tightly to prevent 
molding. One bushel of Beets makes about 5 quarts of good syrup. 

This handsome Sugar Beet will yield nearly as much as a Mangel Wurzel 
and is better and sweeter. Very desirable to raise for stock feeding and is 
used by many for table.

Swiss Chard
